DORCHESTER’S Com¬ 
munity Plays Association 
may have to break the 
bank to stage the town’s 
sixth community play. 

A failure to win funding 
from the Arts Council, 
despite “ticking all the 
boxes”, means the asso¬ 
ciation will have to find 
between £20,000 and 
£30,000 to get the next 
production to the stage. 

Association chairman 
David Lang told the 
launch meeting for the 
town’s sixth play, Drum¬ 
mer Hodge, that, if 
needed, the organisation 
would raid its reserves 
and go into the red to see 
it through. 

He also told the launch 
meeting that pledges had 
already brought in 
£13,000, including a gift 
of £5,000 from Ann Jelli- 
coe, the association’s 
president and founder of 
the country’s modern 
community play move¬ 
ment. 

Play author Rupert 
Creed said at one point 
he had feared that, de¬ 
spite having 20 plays to 
his credit, this would be 
the first one which sat in 
a cupboard. 

He said he was “greatly 
relieved” that this would 
now not be the case and 
after more than three 
years of waiting the play 


would soon go into pro¬ 
duction with the appoint¬ 
ment of a professional 
artistic director and de¬ 
signer expected in the 
coming weeks. 

“I can only praise the 
association who have a 
campaigning spirit and 
are saying ‘let’s just do 
it’” he said. 

There will be a reading 
of the play in September

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ORIGINALLY from London, Pete Linnett has 
moved to Wales, Exeter and Monkton Wyld before 
eventually settling in Lyme Regis in 1999, where 
he set up the Lyme Voices choir seven years ago. 

Pete is a self-employed and, as well as Lyme 
Voices, is the musical director of Langport Com¬ 
munity Choir and is launching a choir in Stock- 
land this September. He also runs music and 
drama workshops for adults with disabilities and 
teaches music at Axminster Community Primary 
School. 

He is married and has a teenage daughter. 


# WHAT kind of music does the Lyme Voices choir 
perform? 

The focus in Lyme Voices is not just on performance: it's 
also about having a good time singing together. The es¬ 
sential feature is it's all taught by ear (and supported by 
parts recordings), so a good whack of the songs come 
from the repertoires of cultures where harmony singing 
is something done by everyone, or is not just the 
province of musicians - it's people's music in some way. 

For example Gospel and South African music have 
been formative for me and a recurrent part of our reper¬ 
toire. We also sing lots of songs written or arranged by 
community choir leaders for community choirs like Lyme 
Voices, including classic pop and all sorts of songs from 
everywhere - Georgian, Balkans, British folk-song 
arrangements etc. I also arrange things myself. 

• Tell us about your involvement in the recent 'Sing 
For Water' event in Bristol... 

Sing for Water is a fundraiser for WaterAid that's been 
happening in various places around the country since 
2002. Sing for Water West happens every two years in 
Bristol, but this is the first time we've taken part. 

I was bowled over by the enthusiasm of the choir for 
taking part! I think the challenge and the whole 
fundraising aspect of it fired people up. We raised almost 
£200 from a busking event in Lyme (singing some of the 
Sing for Water songs), and choir members raised, we 
think, about another £300 from various projects - includ¬ 
ing hand-knitted socks and afternoon tea. 

On the day we gathered with about 1,000 other singers 
at the Harbourside in Bristol and made a huge sound! 
More than £3,000 was collected in the buckets but most 
of the money raised comes from sponsorship, that's still 
being counted, but last time they raised £53,000. 

• How would you encourage others to join the choir? 
I'd just say that anybody can sing and you'll find us a 
friendly and welcoming crowd. You don't need to have 
any previous experience of singing in harmony with oth¬ 
ers. My own experience is that it's uplifting and mood en¬ 
hancing! Your first one is free, so you can try it out. 

# Do you have any more events coming up? 



Nothing is fixed yet, though there are various possibili¬ 
ties. We'll doubtless have some sort of Christmas event 
(sadly, I've been planning Christmas for a while!). We 
meet after the summer break on September 12th and I'd 
like to talk to people about how we follow Sing for Water. 
• Have you always been musical? 
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Of course, like everyone, I can sing but just never 
stopped. Music is one of those things I love and some¬ 
how need to do. I also play flutes, whistles and pipes, so 
over the years between gigs, ceilidhs, theatre and com¬ 
munity choirs I've always been involved with music.The 
things that I do are often about bringing people together 
in some way, about music as a community activity, as 
something we do together. 

• What are your other personal interests? 
Increasingly I'm awe-struck by the rich diversity in our 
local environment. I'm particularly interested in the flow¬ 
ers, especially around Ware and along the water's edge, 
but anywhere, really. It's not about rare flowers for me - 
have a look at the thistles at the moment! I like literature, 
history and popular science books. I'm really enjoying 
doo-wop and that sort of thing from the 50s and 60s - 
though that's a bit work-related, too. 

• What do you like about the local area? 

That natural diversity I mentioned, plus I love to swim in 
the sea (in the summer!). I also love that feeling of being 
connected to all sorts of people that you get in a small, 
friendly place like this. Somehow all of us humans need 
to learn to get on with all and sundry. Of course we can 
have our problems, but there's a lot of knowledge in 
places like ours about how to do this. 

• What would you like to add to or change about the 
local area if you could? 

According to an article I read in the paper, Lyme Regis 
could fail new clean water standards coming in in two 
years time at Back Beach and we'll be obliged to display 
a warning to visitors! I'm hoping the council is on the 
case with this... 

• Where is your ideal holiday destination and why? 

Anywhere I've got some contacts to get me into the local 
area. We went to Tamil Nadu (in India) a couple of years 
back. Amazing place - not exactly your comfy holiday 
though! We go to Voice Camp every year - bit of a bus¬ 
man's holiday, there's so much singing and a great feeling 
of celebration. And there's a lot of opportunity to just 
hang out and chat. Of course, when the weather's good, 
camping is bliss. And when the weather's not good - well, 
that never happens in England! 

• Which three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

I like pretty low-key events with friends, and the famous 
are famous for different reasons than friendliness. But I 
reckon Chaucer, Shakespeare and Joyce would be good 
value if a bit overwhelming - 3 big-hearted and very 
human geniuses. I reckon the wine bill would be a bit 
steep, though.

The museum, on Bridport Road, is the only military 
museum for the regiments of both Dorset and Devon. 
It is home to thousands of original and unique e xhi bits 
including the desk belonging to Adolf Hitler. It also

Council launch consultation on Shire Hall plans 


A PUBLIC consultation about 
plans to develop Dorchester’s his¬ 
toric Shire Hall into a heritage at¬ 
traction has started. 

Local people and potential visi¬ 
tors to Shire Hall will be asked 
what they think of the latest propos¬ 
als for the Grade I listed building, 
famous for the trial of the Tolpud- 
dle Martyrs. 

Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, Robert Gould said: “Since 
the start of the project we have been 
consulting a number of interested 
parties including the Trades Union 
Congress, the Tolpuddle Martyrs 
Museum and the Thomas Hardy 
Society amongst others, but we are 
also very keen to find out what 
local people think of our proposals. 

“We want Shire Hall to be some¬ 
thing that is of real benefit to 
Dorchester and the whole of West 
Dorset.” 

The Shire Hall consultation will 
run until September 15 th. 

The consultation will be available 
to complete at 

www.dorsetforyou .com/ shirehall- 
project. Paper copies of the consul¬ 
tation form will be available on 
request from the district council of¬ 
fices where details of the proposals 
can also be seen. 


Information about the project will 
also be on display at Shire Hall 
which is open over the summer on 
Mondays and Thursdays from 
Monday 22 July to Thursday 29 
August (excluding Bank Holidays). 

Tickets to visit the Shire Hall on 
these dates are available from 
Dorchester Tourist Information 
Centre. 

The Shire Hall, which includes 
the Old Crown Court and Cells, is 
famous for the trial of the Tolpud¬ 
dle Martyrs in 1834. Author 
Thomas Hardy also sat there as a 
magistrate. 


The total cost of developing the 
Shire Hall into a heritage attraction 
is estimated at £2.5million. 

Initial development funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) 
and West Dorset District Council 
means detailed design and project 
planning work can continue over 
the coming year. 

A final (round two) bid for 
£1.1 million will be made to the 
HLF in Summer 2014. 

Should the bid be successful West 
Dorset District Council has pledged 
to match fund this amount to help 
make the project a reality.

and workshops in December with rehearsals begin¬ 
ning after Christmas and the production being staged 
for about 12 nights in March at the Thomas Hardye 
School. 

“We will need an awful lot of help. Funding will be 
tight even though the association has agreed to com¬ 
mit all its reserves ...we will need lots of volunteers 
and help ‘in kind’, having to make our own costumes 
rather than have them professionally made. We can 
only hope people will respond warmly to that,” said 
Mr Lang. 

Among the call for volunteers is a plea for those who 
want to fundraise, make props and costumes, put sets 
together, help in the play office, steward and staff bars, 
operate lights and a range of other activities. 

The call for actors and musicians will go out later in 
the year. Local musician Tim Laycock has already 
been appointed as Musical Director. 

Author Rupert Creed, who wrote the town’s fourth 
community play, Fire from Heaven, outlined his re¬ 
search for the new play which will be based in Dorch¬ 
ester from the time of the Boer War to the First World 
War. 

It was, he said, a time of great change - where 
Dorchester’s agriculture was in decline but the town 


was becoming middle class as the railway brought 
new people in; how the Garrison in the town played 
an important part in life and how technology was 
changing everyone’s outlook and expectations. 

And he spoke about the horrors of the Boer War and 
how women reacted when they learnt that their men 
may have been responsible for the murder and impris¬ 
onment of women and children in what were, effec¬ 
tively, concentration camps - at a time when women 
here were agitating for the vote and a bigger role in 
society. 

“The play has to show a journey of its characters 
which engage and engross us.. .something has to be at 
stake for them, they have to be in jeopardy,” he said. 

The play is loosely based on a poem by Thomas 
Hardy’s, Drummer Hodge, with the story looking at 
the tensions within the family. 

By contrast it will also feature the family of Alfred 
Pope who become rich, not only through developing 
the town brewery, but by property development and 
who play a large part in recruiting local men for the 
war. 

“This is a period of Empire. It wasn’t just about 
Britain being the best country in the world, a civilising 
force, we also believe that what we do is for the 
good..the idea of defending the Empire was very im¬ 
portant - but it had a cost.” 


standing of The Great War, whilst commemorating the 
contribution and sacrifice of the people of Devon and 
Dorset. 

“Supported by a new imaginative modern gallery 
and learning area, our volunteers will create an online 
history gallery which will include a contributory 
archive for people wishing to share their history with 
us. 

“The museum will be part of an education focus 
group dedicated to supporting schools in the area and 
online.” said museum Curator Colin Parr. 

Commenting on the award Charles Cooper from the 
Keep Military Museum said: “We are delighted to 
have received the support of the Heritage Lottery 
Fund to help us bring the story of WWI to the resi¬ 
dents and schools of Dorset and Devon both during 
the centenary commemorations and for future gener¬ 
ations. 

“We want to hear the stories of your family and to 
help with your research and community activities. We 
will provide volunteering, training and educational op¬ 
portunities." 

Nerys Watts, HLF’s Head of South West said: “All 
communities living in the UK have been affected by 
the First World War in some way, either by the events 
that took place, or by the changes it brought about. 
We are keen to support projects that, like this one, en¬ 
able local people to understand more about the her¬ 
itage of the First World War and how it touched and 
changed their community.”

Police launch operation 
to help victims of crime 


A NEW policing operation de¬ 
signed to improve the force’s serv¬ 
ice to crime victims has been 
introduced in Dorset. 

Launched in response to the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner’s 
police and crime plan, Operation 
Advance aims to increase positive 
outcomes for victims of crime to 
one in three by 2016. 

A positive outcome is defined by 
new government measures as a 
sanctioned detection, community 
resolution (action taken in respect 
of minor crime, in line with a vic¬ 
tim’s needs) or restorative justice. 

Operation Advance, includes a 
range of measures designed to: 

• Continue to reduce crime 


• Target prolific offenders - a 
measure which, for example, has 
led to significant improvements in 
detecting burglary, with a detection 
rate of 22 per cent (year to date) 

• Resolve crime in line with vic¬ 
tims’ expectations 

• Improve satisfaction, our com¬ 
munication with victims and en¬ 
suring they are kept updated at key 
stages throughout their case - an 
approach that will be supported in 
the near future through the intro¬ 
duction of a dedicated Victims’ 
Bureau 

• Streamline how offenders are 
brought to justice, by reducing bu¬ 
reaucracy 


• Improve the ‘Positive Out¬ 
come’ detection rates and the pro¬ 
portion of offenders brought to 
justice 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Dorset Martyn Underhill said: 
“Operation Advance will give 
Dorset Police better tools to inves¬ 
tigate volume crime more effi¬ 
ciently. 

“I welcome the move towards a 
more streamlined service which is 
fundamental to solving more 
crime.” 

To ensure the force delivers these 
improvements, Dorset has recently 
appointed a Detective Superin¬ 
tendent, Kevin Connolly, to lead 
on all crime investigation.

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Forgotten soliders'names 
finally added to cenotaph 


T WO “forgotten” 

Dorset First World 
War soldiers have 
had their names added to 
Dorchester’s Cenotaph. 

In a moving ceremony 
relatives of the men spoke 
of their history. 

Both had been part of 
families which emigrated 
to Canada and then joined 
up to fight on Britain’s side 
with the Canadian forces. 

Among those taking part 
in the ceremony was a rep¬ 
resentative of the Canadian 
High Commission. 

The addition to the ceno¬ 
taph came about after a 
Sherborne woman, Mary 
Harrop-Turner, read a 
book by Dorchester histo¬ 
rian, Brian Bates, “Dorch¬ 
ester Remembers the Great 
War”, and realised that one 
of her relatives, George 
Quinton, had been left off 
the original list of those 
who died. 

George had come from a 
Dorchester family and was 
visiting his brother in 
Canada where he decided 
to sign up. 

Further research revealed 
a similar story for Charlie 
Cutt, a relative of the Par¬ 
sons family from Dorch¬ 
ester, who used to run a tea 
and coffee shop in High 
West Street. Jack Parsons 
was mayor of the town in 
1977. 

Keith Parsons told those 
at the ceremony that Char¬ 
lie was the cousin of his fa¬ 
ther Donald who had 
emigrated to Canada with 
other members of his fam¬ 
ily in 1904. He had signed 
up in 1915, a year after his 
older brothers, Ernest and 
Hubert, and had been pro¬ 
moted to Corporal.

Canadian forces in WWI 
and is named on the ceno¬ 
taph together with another 
of Charlie’s cousins, Jack’s 
younger brother Willie 
who is buried in Dorch¬ 
ester cemetery. 

Charlie sailed to the UK 
in May 1916 going to 
France in the August of the 
same year. He was to be 
promoted to Corporal in 
the field in January 1917 
and later took part in the 
taking of Hill 145 at Vimy 
Ridge being killed being 
by an enemy shell in the 
final action as they took 
another hill on the high 
ground known as “The 
Pimple”. 

Charlie’s niece, Sharon 
Bleuler ,who is living in 
Canada, sent a message, 
which was read at the cer¬ 
emony. 

It said: “On behalf of my 
cousin and myself and all 
the Canadian relatives, I 
wish to thank Dorchester 
Town Council for agreeing 
to add my Uncle’s name to 
the Dorchester War Memo¬ 
rial. My grandparents first 
four children were born 
and raised in Dorchester or

“My mother May passed 
away in her 95th year in 
January 2003. She spoke 
often of Charlie although 
she was likely only about 
nine-years-old when he 
went to war...My grand¬ 
mother had a brother and a 
son killed in the Great War 
as well as two sons badly 
gassed. She had two 
cameo brooches, which I 
now own. 

“One of the brooches has 
a photo of Charlie in the 
centre while the other is of 
her father Charles. She al¬ 
ways wore these brooches 
as I remember. 

“ I have spent time in 
England on a number of

occasions and hope to 
come to Dorchester in the 
future to visit the memo¬ 
rial and family.” 

Mr Parson spoke of the 
help the Canadian Over¬ 
seas Expeditionary Force, 
largely made up of ex-pats, 
had offered - including 
67,000 deaths and 163,000 
wounded. 

Mary Harrop-Turner said 
her relative, George, had 
been killed by an enemy 
shell and buried, like oth¬ 
ers, by the roadside, his 
grave marked by a simple 
wooden cross. 

“To put his name on the 
cenotaph gives recognition 
to that sacrifice, which is 
long overdue,” she said.

A REPLICA of an historic table with links 
to Mary Anning has been created in 
Dorchester and will be shipped to Canada. 

The unusual table, featuring dinosaur 
poo, is based on Professor William Buck- 
land’s Coprolite Table in Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum. 

The replica, organised by Kate Hebditch 
from Dorchester and local furniture maker 
Jonathan Matthews, is going to a relative 
of Buckland’s. 

Professor Buckland was the first Profes¬ 
sor of Geology at Oxford University and 
made frequent trips to Dorset to collect 
fossils. He was bom at Axminster and was 
a friend of the Dorset geologist, Mary An¬ 
ning. 

Mary Anning and Buckland were the 
first to identify fossil excrement (or copro- 
lites) in 1829. It has been found from 
many species - ichthyosaurs, dinosaurs, 
reptiles - and from it scientists can work 
out what each species ate. 

The coprolite nodules used on the origi¬ 
nal table are thought to be from fish and 
they come from Wardie, near Leith in Ed¬ 


inburgh. 

The table was given by Buckland’s 
grandson to Lyme Regis Museum in the 
1920s, where it has provided amazement 
and amusement ever since. 

“While I was acting curator at Lyme 
Regis Museum last year, Erik Buckland 
approached us to see if he could buy the 
table,” said Kate Hebditch. 

“I explained it was one of the star ex¬ 
hibits and suggested he got a replica made 
instead. Little did I know how difficult it 
would be to find similar coprolites! Lossil 
collectors in Edinburgh said they hardly 
ever saw them these days. Eventually I 
found some on the internet.” 

The next stage was to make an inlay 
panel out of the sliced and polished nod¬ 
ules. This was done by Beth Werrett of 
Wiltshire Council’s Conservation and Mu¬ 
seums Advisory Service. She conserved 
the original table in 2010. “It’s a lovely 
tactile surface,” said Beth. “I’ve become 
very fond of Buckland and his extraordi¬ 
nary table.” 

Dorchester furniture maker Jonathan 


Matthews from Lower Burton, just out¬ 
side Dorchester, admits that the commis¬ 
sion is one of his most unusual to date. 

“The original at the museum didn’t have 
its base, so I’ve made a pedestal of the sort 
that was common in early Victorian 


times.” 

“Considering what it’s made of, we’ve 
made a very beautiful object!” said Kate. 

“It will amaze and entrance a future gen¬ 
eration of Bucklands when it arrives in 
Canada.”

Life in Poundbury 

AROUND 2,000 residents at Poundbury are being 
polled about their opinions on living at the Duchy de¬ 
velopment. 

It will be used to contrast with an original inde¬ 
pendent survey carried out by Oxford Brookes Uni¬ 
versity carried out almost a decade ago when around 
600 lived there. At the time almost 90 per cent said 
they felt safe there and around 85 per cent were 
pleased to have moved there and liked the mix of pri¬ 
vate and social housing. 

But the survey also found that more than three 
quarters relied on their cars and almost a third were 
dissatisfied with public transport and almost half 
were not happy about parking provision. 

And despite Prince Charles hopes that Poundbury 
would be a place where people both lived and 
worked at the time only 16 per cent did so. 


JUST days remain for homes in the Dorchester area to 
sign up for a kerbside garden waste collection service 
which will start in November. 

The fortnightly collection from the Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership (DWP) will cover Dorchester, Broadmayne, the 
Ceme and Piddle Valleys, Charminster, Crossways, Os- 
mington, Owermoigne, Puddletown and Tolpuddle. 

The closing date to pay for a the new garden waste 
collection Wednesday, July 31st, whether choosing a 
240-litre wheelie bin or reusable 120-litre bag. 

The bin costs £35 a year and the bag £25 but those 


signing up for the November collection will pay less 
than half of that figure to take them through to the re¬ 
newal date in April, when they can cancel if the service 
is not being used. 

Those wishing to join the service can sign up at 
www.dorsetforyou.com/gardenwaste or can pay over 
the phone by calling the DWP on Dorchester 221040. 

The Waste Partnership, which is made up of local 
councils, say that by using the service, residents could 
save time and money and help the environment by re¬ 
ducing trips to household recycling centres and bon¬ 


fires. 

Garden waste that is collected is taken to specialist 
sites in Dorset to be turned into high-grade compost. 
Residents not wanting to join the scheme can still take 
their garden waste to Dorset’s 11 household recycling 
centres free of charge.

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Music festival cancelled 

AN August music festival at Moreton has been can¬ 
celled after failing to get a council license. 

Those who paid for tickets through the ticket sellers 
will be offered a refund. 

The district Licensing Panel were unconvinced that 
Morefest, due to be held at Moreton Stables between 
August 23rd and 25th, could meet strict safety con¬ 
ditions in the event of an emergency. 

Jurassic Events Ltd said they were disappointed 
with the councillor's decision and that the event had 
been on course to sell out. 

The company's website said: "We regret to an¬ 
nounce that due to licensing issues between 
MoreFest and local authorities which cannot be re¬ 
solved in time for the event, MoreFest Festival 2013 
is now cancelled." 

Among the objectors was Crossways Parish Council 
which feared the effect the festival could have on the 
nearby Scout camp site and Tadnoll Nature Reserve. 

The Licensing Panel decision says that there were 
"numerous inconsistencies" and that the command 
and control arrangements were inconsistent be¬ 
tween different parts of the Event Safety Plan. 

"Consequently there was no certainty that those at¬ 
tending the event would be safe should there be an 
emergency," it said. 

Working party need volunteers 

FRIENDS of the Riverside Reserve are calling for vol¬ 
unteers for a work party on Monday, July 29th from 
6pm until 8pm. 

The reserve, off the riverside path which runs from 
Hangman's Cottage to the White Hart, is home to a 
variety of birds, insects and plants and is looked after 
by the Friends of the Riverside Reserve. 

The last work party tackled Himalayan Balsam, a 
non-native species which can swamp the other 
plants on the reserve if not kept under control. 

The next work party on Monday hopes to attract 
helpers who should bring along their own Wellies'or 
strong shoes. Wearing long sleeves and gardening 
gloves are advisable.

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New library opens its doors

DORCHESTER’S new li¬ 
brary and learning centre 
has opened. 

Overall it has now been 
revealed that the building 
is expected to cost council 
taxpayers £6million, with 
£1.2m being spent on the 
move and fitting the build¬ 
ing out. 

It means that, for the first 
time, the county town 
meets national standards 
for library provision with 
the building becoming the 
first purpose-built library 
in Dorset for more than a 
decade. 

“The capital costs of the 
building are included in 
the rent payable to West 
Dorset District Council 
over the next 25 years. 

“After taking account of 
savings we will now be 
able to make by dispensing 
with other properties, the 
additional cost to Dorset 
County Council will be 
around £200,000 per year. 
After 25 years, the total 
cost will have been £6 mil¬ 
lion, and the county will 
own the library and learn¬ 
ing centre,” said a state¬ 
ment from the County 
Council. 

Cllr Peter Finney, cabinet 
member for community 
services said at the open¬ 
ing on Friday: “We are 
very pleased to be provid¬ 
ing people in Dorchester 
with these high-quality fa¬ 
cilities for everyone to 


enjoy for years to come. 
We are sure it will prove 
enormously popular with 
people of all ages in Dorch¬ 
ester and surrounding 
areas. 

“The investment has de¬ 
livered a fantastic, spa¬ 
cious, welcoming and 
user-friendly library and 
we want this library and 
learning centre to be a com¬ 
munity hub, somewhere lo¬ 
cals and visitors alike can 
make use of, whether it's 
for books, to find out infor¬ 
mation, the free use of 
computers or to learn 
something new or develop 
existing skills and knowl¬ 
edge, or to hold community 
meetings and events.” 

The county council will 
be terminating its lease on 
the current adult learning 
centre in Prince of Wales 
Road, and the old library at 
Colliton Park will be con¬ 
verted into office space, 
helping the council to re¬ 
duce its overall number of 
buildings. 

An official opening cere¬ 
mony will be held later this 
year. 

The library's opening will 
be celebrated with a pro¬ 
gramme of events and ac¬ 
tivities taking place during 
August, including author 
talks, music and children's 
activities. 

Cllr Finney said: “The 
new library and learning 
centre is a modem, stylish 


and up-to-date facility 
which offers everything 
that our residents expect 
and should get from a pub¬ 
lic library service. 

"There is plenty on offer 
for all ages, including chil¬ 
dren’s sessions, special 
areas for teenagers with 
free wi-fi access, and fam¬ 
ily learning as well as 
reading groups, I would 
urge people to get down to 
the new centre and see all 
the exciting events which 
are taking place. Make it 
your first port of call when 
you arrive in Dorchester.” 

Fern Griffin, a library 
customer from Dorchester 
said: “The new centre is 
fantastic, so much space 


and a lovely children’s 
area. It’s got a real ‘wow’ 
factor. I believe this will 
renew my children’s inter¬ 
est in coming to the li¬ 
brary." 

The investment by 
Dorset County Council 
has seen the library space 
doubled to meet the needs 
of the town's growing pop¬ 
ulation. The extra space 
also means that it meets 
the national guidelines on 
public library floorspace 
based on population. 

The centre is spread 
across three floors, and 
boasts improved chil¬ 
dren’s and young people 
areas, a 20 per cent in¬ 
crease in the books and 


other stock available, pub¬ 
lic access computers and 
free wi-fi as well as areas 
for reading and studying. 

Three multi-functional 
classrooms, an IT suite 
and a family learning 
room are dedicated to 
adult learning and, when 
not in use, the classrooms 
will be available for use as 
meeting rooms by local 
community organisations. 

There are toilets, baby 
changing facilities and ac¬ 
cess to all floors by lifts 
and stairs.

Louisa Adjoa Parker, a local writer and 
poet who is of British and Ghanaian 
heritage, carried out the research. She 
specialises in local 'black history' and 
has written several books and exhibi¬ 
tions exploring the presence of black 
and minority ethnic people in Dorset. 

The exhibition is a collection of im¬ 
ages, stories and craft pieces which 
were inspired by the research. It ex¬ 
plores stories of the African Americans 
who came to Dorset along with their 
white colleagues to train in the build¬ 
up to D-Day on 6th June 1944. 

The Americans brought with them 
the segregation and racial prejudice 
that was part of the fabric of American 
society at that time. Local people, how¬ 
ever, were generally welcoming to the 
black GIs, in spite of the fact that for 
most this would have been the first 
time they had seen a black person. The 
exhibition tells stories of fights be¬ 
tween the black and white sol¬ 
diers; murders that went 
unpunished; love; friendship; 
and the children the GIs left 
behind, most of whom never 
got to meet their fathers. For 
some, the fact of children 
being born not only out of 
wedlock but to a black father, 
remains a taboo subject seven 
decades later. Many of these 
men would have been killed 
on the beaches in France, and 
their last happy memories 
would have been of Dorset's 
hills and landscape, and the 
local people who made them 
feel welcome. 

There will be a free workshop 
at the library today, Thursday, 
July 25th from 11 am-12.30pm. 

A book containing all the 
material from the exhibition is 
soon to be available to buy on¬ 
line.

A MONG committed carnivores like 
myself, vegetarian cuisine is too 
often dismissed in trite expres¬ 
sions such as “a handful of nuts and 
pulses” - or reference to the much ma¬ 
ligned “nut roast”. 

If you recognise yourself in that last sentence, it’s 
time to take a stroll into old Lyme and allow your 
sterotype prejudices to be blown away in a frenzy of 
flavours at the delightfully friendly Tierra Kitchen 
in Coombe Street, formerly the Lobster Pot and in 
my childhood Wheadons Dairy where you could still 
buy milk straight from the cow. 

As this was our first full vegetarian dining experi¬ 
ence we thought it would be good to take along 
someone who knew what to expect so we invited 
freelance journalist Geoff Baker, who worked for 
one of the world’s most high profile vegetarians, 
Beatle Paul McCartney, and has dined and some of 
the best veggie restaurants on this earth. 

Geoff, who gives his view on the Tierra Kitchen at 
the foot of this column, brought along partner Jill 
Newton, our new town councillor, who is not a strict 
vegetarian but is a great advocate of a vegetarian 
diet. 

We could not have been made more welcome when 
we arrived at the Tierra by waitress Cara Fachau, 
who is a vegetarian, and manager Ciprian Constan- 
tinecu, formerly one of Mark Hix’s restaurant man¬ 
agers who is greatly enjoying the experience of 
running a more intimate family concern. 

Owner Mark Evans, who previously ran the 
award-winning vegetarian restaurant, Cafe- 
Maitreya, in Bristol for ten tears before moving his 
young family to the Lyme area and acquiring the 
Tierra Kitchen premises in Coombe Street, talked 
us through some of the dishes we had chosen and 
explained how he intends to expand the business by 
relocating the kitchen to the cellar to extend to the

number of covers in the restaurant. As this was a 
new dining experience for us we were quite excited 
about our visit to the Tierra and checked the daily 
menu for a few days beforehand so we could see 
what menu choices we had. 

Whilst poring over the menu, with Spanish, 
French and North African influences, we were 
served with a selection of home-made breads and 
juicy olives, but I had already made up my mind to 
start with the chilled honey-dew melon, pea and 
mint soup at (£6), At the last moment I switched to 
the basil and tomato soup (£5.50) from the lunchtime 



■ VACARO and almond ravioli with fine marinated 
fennel, mango, tomato and chilli salsa 
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menu. It did not disappoint. 

For their starters, Jill chose the goats cheese and 
tarragon souffle with baby roast beetroot and rasp¬ 
berry vinegar (£6) and Jackie plumped for the wild 
mushroom and khol rabi ceviche with roast peanuts, 
lemon grass and corriander (£7). 

Geoff selected the feta and marjoram all butter pas¬ 
try galette served with red pepper and chilli ice¬ 
cream, declaring the ice-cream to be the most 
delicious he had ever taken. 

Whilst we all agreed that our meal had got off to an 
impressive start, I was left to ponder on the combi¬ 
nation of ice-cream and chilli with a starter! 

The mains section offered four different dishes, 
priced at £1L50 or £12. Jackie ordered the Lyme Bay 
warm salad with crispy new potatoes, samphire, sea 
kale and legumes served with roast cashew nuts, 
cherry tomatoes and halloumi. Geoff and Jill both 
went for the aubergine and Applewood Cheddar 
snitzel with crispy cous cous and a cherry and anise 
dressing. 

Absolutely stunning 

I was tempted by the avocado and almond ravioli, 
thinking it to be a pasta dish. It turned out the term 
was used because the avocado acted as the edible 
pouch for fine marinated fennel, mango, tomato and 
chilli salsa. But I certainly didn’t feel cheated, espe¬ 
cially after the explosion of flavours the avocado was 
harbouring. The presentation of all dishes was ab¬ 
solutely stunning, an art form in fact. 

I’m ashamed to say that as a safety net not to be 
going home hungry, I ordered a side order of triple 
cooked chips (£3.20) with home cooked tomato sauce 
which in the end I hardly touched. Other side dishes 
included sea kale with toasted goats cheese (£5) and 
an organic mixed leaf salad with lemon and thyme 
dressing and pumpkin seeds (£3.80). 

I have a notorious sweet tooth (bit of a problem for 
a diabetic) and headed straight for the white choco¬ 
late, hazelnut and strawberry torte with strawberry 
sorbet - the best six quid’s worth I’ve had for a long 
time. Perhaps I should have chosen the new season 
cherries with almond cream and elderflower sorbet 
or the Ilminster strawberries, raspberries and apri¬ 
cots served with clotted cream ice-cream, margin¬ 
ally more suitable for someone with my girth. 

Geoff and Jill skipped the sweet course but I per¬ 
suaded Jackie to try the apricot with almond tart 
served with caramel ice-cream in the cause of being 
able to give pour readers a flavour of the full menu. 
WE suffer for our art! 

The Tierra Kitchen serve cakes and teas from 11 
am to 3 pm with a more than adequate lunch/brunch, 
available during the same period with dishes such 
as a three free range omlette with sliced new pota¬ 
toes, sun blushed tomatoes and Dorset red cheese 
(£7.50), crispy falafel and hummus (£7.50) or the Lyme 
Regis Mezze - hummus, tomato relish, crispy 
falafels, Da Vinci olives and mango salsa. 

The Tierra offers a range of organic cordials, pre¬ 
dinner beers and ciders and a more than adequate 
wine list, ranging in price from £14.50 to £20, aperitifs 
and digestives. There’s a nice touch also in that for 
every bottle of freshly chilled water a £1 donation is 
given to the Weldmar Hospiscare Trust.

All dishes served are suitable for vegetarians with 
the menu indicating which dishes are suitable for 
vegans and those which are gluten free. 

Geoff, the expert, waxed lyrical about the quality 
of the food and at last Lyme had a vegetrian restau¬ 
rant to enhance the town’s growing reputation as an 
emerging foodie resort. 

My own view? The texture of the dishes I tasted 
were a pleasant change to my usual diet but I was 
knocked out by the presentation and different 
flavours, some of which I had never tasted before. It 
was an enjoyable dining experience - and one which 
we hope to repeat.

Up there with the best’- says Geoff Baker 


WE vegetarians have a saying which we tend to 
use when we're mocked by omnivores for "eating 
rabbit food". The phrase goes, "if slaughterhouses 
had glass walls, we'd all be vegetarian". Having 
visited a slaughterhouse, I have complete convic¬ 
tion that the claim of is true. 

But the phrase was invented in the last century; 
when I first became vegetarian, when meatfree 
eating-out in Britain was in the culinary Dark Ages 
and before medical research had revealed that red 
meat will give you many more hearts attacks than 
an asparagus spear. 

Thanks to the pioneering recipe work of a hand¬ 
ful of cooks including Rose Elliott, my friend Linda 
McCartney and, more recently, our own Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall with his superb River Cot¬ 
tage Veg Everyday, vegetarian eating-out is no 
longer medieval in Britain. 

But it has been backwatered in Lyme. I've sought 


out fine veggie eating here since 1979 and the of¬ 
ferings have largely been rubbish. Unless it was 
Asian, typical veggie options in the town have 
been evidently pre-packed stuffs heated in the mi¬ 
crowave, simplistic tarts or something that you 
can tell has been gashed together from the left¬ 
overs of the veg bought as accompaniments for 
meaty main courses. Sadly, a lot of cooks still seem 
to believe that a cheese and onion pasty is some 
sort of treat for a veggie. 

But just like electric light, cordon vert dining has 
eventually come to Lyme - and how. Due to the 
luck of one of my previous jobs, I have eaten in 
many of the finest vegetarian restaurants in the 
world - and with some experience I'd say that 
Tierra in Coombe Street is up there among them 
for meals of top 21 st Century taste 

You should try it, Lyme, it will treat your taste- 
buds, your heart and your conscience. 
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Exploring the unexplained 


Weymouth biologist 
champions campaign 
to stop cyanide fishing 


A PROJECT championed by Weymouth 
Sea Life Park biologist Chris Brown has 
been launched to try and curb the deadly 
practice of cyanide fishing. 

It is illegal in most countries, but the use 
of cyanide to catch live fish for both the 
ornamental and food markets is still wide¬ 
spread in parts of East Asia. 

Now a test developed by a Portuguese 
University research team using clown fish 
has for the first time made it possible to 
find out if a fish has been exposed to 
cyanide without having to kill and dissect 
the fish first. 

The 40-plus strong network of Sea Life 
centres around the globe has now started 
random testing of newly acquired fish 
stocks in a bid to tackle this cruel and de¬ 
structive trade. 

Chris said: “Cyanide fishing has deci¬ 
mated fish populations and killed huge 
areas of coral reef from the tropical mid- 
Pacific right across to east Africa. 

“Fishermen squirt the poison into the 
corals to stun fish, enabling them to make 
quicker, bigger and more lucrative 
catches, even though most of the fish 
caught will often be dead by the time they 
reach port.” 

The test developed by Dr Ricardo Cal- 
ado at Portugal’s University of Aveiro, in¬ 
volves transferring a fish into artificial 
seawater, leaving it long enough to pass 
waste, and then sampling the water for a 
specific by-product of cyanide. 

Chris said: “A positive result will tell us 
if the fish has been exposed to the poison, 
which might mean it was caught using 
cyanide but may simply mean it was taken 
from an area where the poison has been 


used by others. 

“Either way, it will enable our suppliers 
to track the delivery back to source and 
identify the holding facility they were first 
housed at. 

“For the end purchaser, a cyanide- 
caught fish can appear perfectly healthy 
and then die mysteriously days or weeks 
later.” 

Chris, who is based at Sea Life’s main 
collection breeding centre in Weymouth, 
was shocked by the extent of the problem 
when he travelled to China earlier this 
year in search of sustainable supply 
sources for the Sea Life chain. 

He said: “In some coastal collection cen¬ 
tres I saw tanks full of newly-delivered 
reef fish which the fishermen who landed 
them freely admitted they had caught 
using cyanide. 

“In the first six months we will report 
positive tests to our suppliers in confi¬ 
dence, to give them the opportunity to 
take action to ensure there is no repetition. 
If we get further cases from the same sup¬ 
plier and we’re not satisfied enough is 
being done to identify and sanction the 
culprits, we will simply drop them. 

“Once the formula is perfected for all 
species we will urge other aquarium oper¬ 
ators to follow suit,” said Chris, “and with 
everyone on board we think we can start 
to stem the supply of cyanide-caught fish 
to the ornamental trade.” 

Chris is also concerned at the trade in 
cyanide-caught fish for the live food mar¬ 
ket because most customers don’t realise 
“they are being willfully dosed with 
cyanide”.

as a boy when told 
about his family's expe¬ 
riences: "My parents and 
maternal grandmother 
all had stories to tell, 
while some on my fa¬ 
ther's side were strictly 
religious and wouldn't 
discuss the subject; this 
embodied for me the 
different attitudes."

HEALTH organisations across Dorset have come to¬ 
gether to ask the public to take part in "The Big Ask" 
- a unique survey which will help shape NHS services 
in the future. 

Views are being sought on a whole range of NHS 
services, from local GPsand out of hours'services, to 
community, mental health and hospital services.The 
survey will look into how well informed the public 
are about the various services available locally, how 
they choose their health care and what services they 
use the most. It will also ask how people think the 
NHS can provide information in the most effective 
way. Most importantly, it will seek opinions on the 
NHS in Dorset - what members of the public value 
the most and what can be improved. 

Announcing the launch of the project, Dr Forbes 
Watson, Chair of the NHS Dorset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group said: "It's called The Big Ask for a rea¬ 
son. We are not just asking you for tick box responses. 
This is an in-depth analysis of your views. Everyone 
has a view on the NHS but the big ask is whether you 
are prepared to provide us with some really thought 
provoking responses that will help shape services in 
the future. 

"More than 750,000 people live in the region. This 
survey will ensure that patients and the public are at 
the heart of any decisions we make about the future 
of the NHS in the county. It will ensure we fully un¬ 
derstand how people use our services and what they 
think our priorities should be." 

This is the first time that NHS organisations across 
the county have worked together on an exercise of 
this scale. It includes the major hospitals in

It's that time of year again - Weymouth Lifeboat Week 2013 



IT'S that time of year again, and with the absence of it last year due to 
the Olympics these are the dates for your diary to catch all the events in 
full. 

Weymouth Lifeboat Station is one of the busiest Lifeboat stations on 
the coast, undertaking around 100'shouts'a year, split equally between 
'Ernestand Mabel'(SEVERN class Lifeboat) and'Phyl Clare IN'(Atlantic 75) 
covering 1330 square nautical miles. Like every Lifeboat Station in the 
UK and Ireland it is run and funded by the Royal National Lifeboat Insti¬ 
tution, an organisation funded entirely through voluntary contributions. 

Since the RNLI was founded in 1824, its lifeboats, and since 2001, its 
lifeguards, have saved more than 140,000 lives. 

More and more people are using beaches and the sea for leisure and 
RNLI crews and lifeguards are responding to an increased number of in¬ 
cidents. 

In 2012, 49% of launches were to leisure craft users, 20% to people 
ashore, 13% to people in the water, 10% to merchant or fishing vessels 
and 8% to other sea users. 

As a charity, we depend on people like you to help us meet the cost of 
saving lives at sea. Our volunteer lifeboat crew members give their time 
for free, but they need training, well-maintained equipment, lifeboats 
and shore facilities. Your support means our crews can save lives quickly, 
safely and effectively. 

Giving our lifesavers everything they need and deserve - from boots 
to boats - is costly.There are 237 lifeboat stations around the UK and Ire¬ 
land, and our lifeguards patrol over 200 beaches each summer. 

Each year it costs over £140M to run our lifesaving service. For every £1 
donated, 83p goes to the rescue service, and 17p is reinvested to gener¬ 
ate more funds.

THERE'S nothing better than hitting the beach 
on a sunny day. But don't let your day be ruined 
by trouble in the water. 

With more people visiting the beach than ever 
before, our lifeguards and lifeboat crews have 
never been busier. We believe that, by providing 



beach safety advice and education programmes, 
many more lives can be saved. 

• Wherever possible, swim at a lifeguarded 
beach. Go to goodbeachguide.co.uk to search for 
listings throughout the UK, or find a lifeguarded 
beach in the Republic of Ireland on the Irish Water 
Safety website. 

• Always read and obey the safety signs, usually 
found at the entrance to the beach. These will 
help you avoid potential hazards on the beach 
and identify the safest areas for swimming. 

• When on a lifeguarded beach, find the red and 
yellow flags and always swim or body-board be¬ 
tween them - this area is patrolled by lifeguards. 

• Never swim alone. 

• If you get into trouble, stick your hand in the 
air and shout for help. 

• If you see someone in difficulty, don't attempt 
a rescue. Tell a lifeguard, or, if you can't see a life¬ 
guard, call 999 or 112 and ask for the coastguard. 

If you are hiring equipment for a surfsport, try to 
do so from a member of the Surf Hire Safety 
Scheme. Scheme members check equipment reg¬ 
ularly for damage, rent out equipment suitable to 
your ability and offer safety advice for the local 
area.

1. Put the elderflower heads in a large preserving pan or 
clean bucket and squeeze the juice from the lemons and the 
orange over them, then add the citric or tartaric acid. Cut 
the squeezed fruit into large chunks and add these to the 
preserving pan or bucket. 

2. Put the caster sugar in a separate pan with 1.5 litres water 
and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat and simmer, stirring 
constantly, until all the sugar has dissolved. Pour the syrup 
over the flowers, cover and leave for 24 hours. 

3. Strain the liquid through clean muslin, pour into 
sterilised bottles

Curried Scotch Eggs 

The key to a good Scotch egg lies in leaving the 
yolk creamy rather than totally hard boiled 

Ingredients 

8 fresh free-range eggs 
400g coarse ground pork mince, 
made from the belly and 
shoulder 

125g streaky bacon, rind 
removed and finely chopped 
1 tsp ground black pepper 
1 tsp mild curry powder 
Flour, for dusting 
250g fresh breadcrumbs 
Sunflower oil, for deep-frying 

Method 

1. To boil the eggs, put 6 into a pan of cold water and bring 
to the boil. Boil for 4 minutes, then plunge into cold water 
for another 4 minutes. Peel immediately and set aside. 

2. Mix the mince, bacon, pepper and curry powder in a large 
bowl. Season, dust your hands with the flour and pick up 
about 50g of mince. Flatten the mix in your right hand and, 
with your left, grab an egg and wrap the mince around it 
until it is fully encased. Repeat for all 6 eggs. 

3. Beat the remaining eggs and roll each Scotch egg in the 
remaining flour, then dip in the egg and roll in the bread¬ 
crumbs. 

4. If you have a deep-fat flyer, set it to 160°C. If not, fill a deep 
pan two-thirds full with oil and put over a medium heat for 
5 minutes. Test the oil by adding a cube of bread. If the bread 
turns golden after a minute, you are good to go. Fry the eggs 
in batches of 3 for about 10 minutes, until the coating is 
golden brown. Cool completely on kitchen paper before 
packing 
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1. Put the diced cucumber, onion, tomatoes, olives and feta 
into a bowl. Toss in the lettuce. Whisk the dressing ingredi¬ 
ents and plenty of seasoning together. 

2. Shake the ingredients for the dressing together and pour 
over the Greek salad to serve

Chocolate and Raspberry Cake - Drizzle melted 
chocolate over the cake and carefully arranging 
raspberries and pink marshmallows on top 


Ingredients 

250g butter, softened, plus extra 
250g self-raising flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
225g drinking chocolate powder 
250g light soft brown sugar 
4 eggs, lightly beaten 
3 tbsp milk 

200g frozen berries (raspberries, 
blackberries and blueberries) 

For decoration 

200g white chocolate, broken up 
Fresh raspberries 
Small pink marshmallows 
Candles 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C/fanl60°C/gas 4. Grease 
and base line a 30cm x 20cm cake tin. Sift the flour, bak¬ 
ing powder and drinking chocolate into a large bowl. 

2. In another bowl, cream the butter and sugar together 
until pale and fluffy. Gradually add the eggs, beating 
well after each addition. Add the flour mixture and milk 
and gently mix until combined. 

3. Spoon the cake mixture into the tin and poke in the 
frozen berries. Bake for 45 minutes, covering with a dou¬ 
ble layer of baking paper halfway through to prevent it 
browning too much, until risen and cooked. When you 
press the cake lightly, it should bounce back. Cool in the 
tin slightly, then turn out and cool on a wire rack. 

4. To decorate, put the chocolate into a bowl. Rest the 
bowl over a pan of gently simmering water and leave to 
melt, stirring occasionally. Carefully remove the bowl 
from the saucepan. 

5. Using a teaspoon, drizzle the chocolate in lines across 
the cake. Arrange the berries, marshmallows and can¬ 
dles on top before serving. 



The art of grilling fish 


Grilled fish is a delight, but grilling fish and seafood can seem a bit 
intimidating. Actually, it's not hard at all to get great results. Here 
are some basic tips to get you started: 


• A HOT fire is key. You want to 
cook seafood quickly to retain 
the natural juices and flavor. 

• A CLEAN grill rack is equally 
important. Fish will stick to a 
dirty rack and make turning the 
fish difficult. 

• OIL the rack when the barbe¬ 
cue grill is hot, just before 
you're ready to cook. Also, oil 
the fish whenever possible. Use 
a high-temperature oil, such as 
grape seed, peanut, or plain 
olive oil. 

• SKIN side up or down? Con¬ 
ventional wisdom says to cook 
the skin side first, but doing the 
opposite gives a nicer, crusted 
surface on the non-skin side, 
and the skin helps the fillet 
hold together for turning. The 
result is a moist, more appeal¬ 
ing fillet. Try it and you'll see. 

• FISH will hold together better 
and be less likely to stick if you 
leave it alone during grilling. 
Cook it for the estimated time, 
then try lifting it carefully. 

• A WIDE, thin spatula is essen¬ 
tial for flipping and removing 


fish. Having two close at hand 
is even better. 

• IF you're grilling thin fillets, or 
just want to make life easier, 
you can grill fish and seafood 
in the type of double-sided, 
long-handled grilling rack used 
for hamburgers and steaks. 
There are also specially shaped 
ones made for grilling whole 
fish. 

• A GOOD rule of thumb is to 
grill fish for a total of 10 min¬ 
utes per inch of thickness 
(measured at the thickest 
point.) So if you have a half 
inch thick fillet, grill it for about 
3 minutes on one side, then flip 


it and cook for 2 minutes more. 

• AVOID sugary marinades or 
glazes, especially with thick fil¬ 
lets or whole fish, as the sugars 
can burn and turn bitter before 
the fish is fully cooked. 

• AS with other methods, fish is 
fully cooked when it begins to 
flake and is opaque at the cen¬ 
ter. Some fish, like salmon and 
tuna, are often served while 
still somewhat 'rare', like steak. 

• TUNA, salmon, swordfish, 
halibut, mahi mahi, barra- 
mundi, trout, mackerel, yellow- 
tail, and sea bass are some of 
the best fish to grill.

The Audi A3 - three million cars and counting 


17 YEARS of enduring global appeal have just 
culminated in the production of the three-mil¬ 
lionth Audi A3, the car which in 1996 stole a 
march on the German prestige'establishment' 
by spearheading the creation of the now flour¬ 
ishing premium compact class. Car number 
three million is a 2.0TDI quattro version in five- 
door Sportback form, one of three attractive 
body styles currently available in the all-new, 
third generation A3 range, which for the first 
time also includes a four-door saloon option. 
More variants are set to follow. 

"Three million automobiles in the compact 
class is quite a performance," said Dr. Frank 
Dreves, Board of Management Member for Pro¬ 
duction at AUDI AG."This success is backed by a 
strong team and an efficient production system. 
With the Audi A3, we have created a new brand 
segment - we have been setting standards in 
the compact class with innovative technology 
and first-class quality for 17 years now." 

In 2012, Audi produced a total of 152,993 A3 
series cars at its plant in Ingolstadt, Germany. 
This total included A3 and A3 Sportback models, 
as well as S derivatives. The new Audi A3 Sport¬ 
back, launched in 2013, has accounted for the 
highest proportion of this production volume: 
Each day, about 700 examples of this immensely 
popular variant roll off the assembly line. 

Approximately 913,000 examples of the first 
Audi A3 were sold.That worldwide success con¬ 
tinued with the second generation (2003-2013), 
which underscored theVorsprung durchTech- 
nik brand's domination of this segment in terms 
of technology and quality. Nearly two million of 
these second generation cars were delivered to 
customers. 

In late 2012, the completely new third gener¬ 
ation car made its debut, and again set new 
benchmarks for quality, build integrity and tech¬ 


nological sophistication at this level. Last month, 
the new A3 Saloon joined the three-door and 
Sportback variants, and later this year the new 
300PS S3 and S3 Sportback will make their UK 
debuts, followed in early 2014 by the S3 Saloon. 

All three A3 ranges offer a choice of exception¬ 
ally efficient, highly refined engines, including 
the 1.4TFSI with Cylinder-on-Demand technol¬ 
ogy and 60.1 mpg potential and the 1.6 TDI 
which pares C02 output back to 99g/km.

Blake blasts his way to World gold 


PAUL Blake got his revenge on his great 
Russian rival Artem Arefyev by winning 
gold in the IPC Athletics World Champi¬ 
onships in Lyon on Monday. 

The 23-year-old from Charlton Down 
near Dorchester blasted his way to a new 
championship and personal best in theT36 
800m to destroy his opponent in the home 
straight and win by over two seconds in a 
time of 2:06:10. 

Blake had to settle for silver in the 2011 
World Championships in Christchurch 
when the more powerfully built Arefyev 
overhauled him down the straight, but this 
time he could not match the Briton's tenac¬ 
ity as he dug deep to fend him off. 

In scorching weather, Blake went off 
quick from the bell. 

This a tactic he prefers so that he can set 
his own pace rather than sit in and pounce 
at the end, and it worked well as he went 
through the bell in 59.08, with Arefyev 
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tucked in behind him. 

The two stretched away from the rest of 
the field and although he led into the 
straight he knew that the Russian would 
pounce. 

He drew alongside, but Blake who has 
been working hard on his finishing speed, 
dug in and left the former world record 
holder in his wake as he sprinted over the 
line. 

A delighted Blake said:"l run quite well off 
a quick pace myself so I decided to take it 
out and try and hold on which I did. 

"I put a lot more work in the gym this sea¬ 
son just for strength and to help me with 
my finishing, and it's paid off here. 

"It is the hardest I've ever raced, and I got 


a PB which is great." 

Blake is much slighter than most of his ri¬ 
vals, particularly Arefyev and Evgenii Shvet- 
cov, the currentT36 400m and 800m world 
record holder. 

hard work has paid off 

Although his season has been truncated 
this year; he did not compete indoor in the 
winter; preferring to concentrate on build¬ 
ing his strength through training, he has al¬ 
ways been confident he would come good 
come the World Championships. 

"Winning the 400m silver and 800m 
bronze at the London 2012 last year has 
given me a real confidence boost. 

"I feel that all the hard work I have done 
over the last two years has finally paid off." 

On Friday he has the chance to defend his 
400m world title. 

Standing in his way will be Shvetcov and 
another Russian Andrey Zhirnov in the field 
of five.
